Vigorous 
Buying of Copper Stock* 


Featured Early Trading. 


New York, Sept. S. 


Vigorous buying of the copper stocks 


made that group the most prominent fea- 
ture of the early trading. Amalgamated 
showed an Initial gain of one-half point, 
with sales of 78%, and advances of around 
one-half point were made In Smelting, 
Chlno >nd Tennessee Copper. Most of 
the buying was based on the expectation 
that a substantial decrease in the stock 
It metal on hand will be shown In the 
copper producers' statement to be Issued 
today..'
